Dear Minister: 


I have the honour to submit herewith the final report of the Temagami Advisory Council 
(TAC). The report covers the period January 1, 1989 to May 22, 1991. 


TAC was asked to provide advice to the Minister of Natural Resources on a number of 
issues over this two and one-half year period. Pursuant to its mandate, beginning in 
May, 1989, council devoted considerable energy to monitoring the pre-construction, 
construction and post-construction phases of the Red Squirrel Forest Access Road extension. 
As well, the Goulard Forest Access Road extension, the question of whether to defer 
timber harvesting in a 585-hectare parcel in Delhi Township, the Gull and Willis Lake 
Major Amendments, and approaches to managing access to Lake Temagami were all 
challenging issues which required considerable scrutiny by council. 


Gradually, TAC was able to shift from devoting its time exclusively to contentious issues 
to that of developing a long-term approach to resolving Temagami’s land-use and resource 
management problems. In July, 1989, council commenced providing advice on the 
Comprehensive Planning Program (CPP); by December, 1990; TAC had gone to the public 
on two occasions to receive input on what the management objectives should be for the 
area. After further discussion in council, a set of revised, recommended objectives to 
guide CPP were forwarded to you in January, 1991. 


I am therefore confident that the advice and recommendations made by TAC to you and 
your predecessors over this period were the product of both considerable public 
consultation, as well as reflection and deliberation within council. 


In April, 1991, the option development phase of CPP commenced. In this phase, the 
ministry began seeking direction from council on the assumptions which should be used to 
generate computer models of the broad land-use and resource management options, with 
the intention that these would be subsequently taken out to the public for review and 
discussion. TAC’s work of recommending assumptions to operationalize the models was 
still underway as of May 22, 1991. 


Council’s membership underwent a number of changes over this report period. Dr. John 
Daniel, former president of Laurentian University and council’s first chairman, resigned his

position at the end of August, 1989, to pursue academic opportunities elsewhere. This 
vacancy was filled with my appointment to the position of chairman the following month. 
Dr. Daniel is to be commended for his ability to deal with Temagami’s issues in a 
sensitive manner and his commitment to creating a vision for council. Mr. Mark Stevens, 
a member of council from New Liskeard, resigned his seat on council at the end of 1989 
for personal reasons. 


Since the time of my appointment as chairman, I have sought to build upon some of the 
important groundwork laid by my predecessor. In particular, the practice of building 
consensus through discussion rather than having all items.voted upon is valuable, and it is 
one which continued to serve council well. 


While all the members of council are to be commended for their hard work during this 
lengthy period of time, I wish to extend a special thanks to Jack Mathews, TAC’s 
member from Cobalt. Jack’s tireless efforts on the Road Monitoring Panel ensured that 
council’s responsibilities were carried out in an exemplary manner. 


As for government staff, both in the Ministry of Natural Resources’ Temagami District 
office, and those with the Ministries of Northern Development and Mines, Tourism and 
Recreation, and Culture and Communications - without their dedication, council’s work 
would not have been possible. I am pleased with the rapport that council has been able 
to establish with the representatives of these agencies. 


I, along with the members of the new Comprehensive Planning Council, now look forward 
to, among other things, completing the Comprehensive Plan and recommending creative 
and lasting solutions to the land-use and resource management issues facing the Temagami 
area.

TEMAGAMI ADVISORY COUNCIL 
REPORT 


JANUARY 1, 1989 TO MAY 22, 1991 


1.0 INTRODUCTION 


The Temagami Advisory Council (TAC), a citizen’s advisory committee to the provincial 
government, was established by Order-in-Council as a Schedule I Agency under the 
Ministry of Natural Resources Act on October 6, 1988. TAC’s mandate was to provide 
advice to the Minister of Natural Resources on land-use and resource management issues 
affecting the natural resources of the Temagami area. During 1989, it also served as 
a road monitoring panel for the planning and construction of the Red Squirrel and 
Goulard Road extensions. 

In the spring of 1990, at the request of the Hon. Lyn McLeod, then Minister of 
Natural Resources, council commenced a review of its objectives. This resulted in the 
release of the August, 1990 "Mission, Values and Goals Statement”, which clearly 
defines council’s mission as ”... a catalyst for constructive change... committed to 
enhancing the natural, social and economic environment of the Temagami area through 
sustainable development.” 


2.0 COUNCIL MEMBERSHIP 


The members of TAC were appointed by Order-in-Council. They were selected on the 
basis that they had a broad understanding of, and were able to bring a variety of 
perspectives to, the land-use and natural resource management problems of the area. 

A number of changes occurred to the membership of council during the report 
period. Dr. John Daniel, Chairman of TAC since its inception, resigned his position 
on August 28, 1989, as he was leaving the area. Dr. Roman Brozowski, a member 
of Dr. Daniel’s research committee for the Temagami Area Working Group (council’s 
predecessor) was subsequently appointed chairman of council on September 19. Mr. 
Mark Stevens, from the Tri-Town area, also resigned his council position for personal 
reasons, effective December 31, 1989. As part of council’s commitment to full 
membership, a replacement to Mr. Stevens was recommended to the Hon. Lyn McLeod 
in April, 1990. Following the September 6, 1990, provincial election, incoming 
Minister C.J. (Bud) Wildman was, as well, advised by TAC of this recommendation. 

Of the original nine appointees, there were seven members sitting on council as of 
May 22, 1991. One seat set aside for a representative of the Teme-Augama Anishnabai 
(TAA) was never filled. 


Dr. Roman Brozowski, Chairman. Dr. Brozowski is an Associate Professor of 
Geography, and former Dean of Arts and Science, at Nipissing University College in 
North Bay. His research interests include urban and regional planning, natural resource 
planning and the Soviet Union. 


Ron Prefasi, Vice-Chairman. Mr. Prefasi is a schoolteacher and Reeve of the 
Township of Temagami. He was a member of the Temagami Area Working Group. 


Robert Beach, Member. Mr. Beach is a member of the New Liskeard Field Naturalists 
Club and is a career civil servant with the Ministry of Transportation. 


Michel DeCaen, Meinber. Mr. DeCaen works for the Ecole Secondaire Franco-Cité 
and is Mayor of Sturgeon Falls. He was a member of the Temagami Area Working 
Group. 


Suzanne Gooderham, Member. Mrs. Gooderham is a resident of Lake Temagami and 
has a long-standing interest in environmental, land-use and natural resource management 
issues in the area. She is a member of the Temagami Area Planning Board. 


Ivor Horncastle, Member. Mr. Horncastle is a resident of Lake Temagami. He was 
a member of the Temagami Area Working Group. 


Jack Mathews, Member. Mr. Mathews is a retired. businessman who makes his home 
in Cobalt. He is a former Mayor of Cobalt and a former Chairman of the Ontario 
Northland Transportation Commission. 


Mark Stevens, Member. Mr. Stevens is a registered professional forester who lives in 
New Liskeard. He was employed by Liskeard Lumber Limited. 


Bob Griffiths, Non-voting Member. Mr. Griffiths is former District Manager in the 
Ministry of Natural Resources’ Temagami District; he is currently DM in Parry Sound. 


In June, 1990, council hired Mr. Paul King to the position of Resource Co- 
ordinator. Mr. King provided logistical support to council; acted as a liaison between 
council, the Ministry of Natural Resources (MNR), other provincial ministries, interest 
groups and the public; and conducted research on behalf of and provided advice to 
council. 


3.0 BUSINESS AND PUBLIC MEETINGS 


In 1989, council held 20 business meetings. In addition, nine public meetings were 
held, as follows:

4.0 SUBCOMMITTEE STRUCTURE 


To achieve an efficient division of labour, eight subcommittees were struck by council. 
These committees were: forestry, fisheries, wildlife, tourism, parks, recreation, mining, 
and culture and heritage. The subcommittees performed the important function of 
initiating and co-ordinating discussions with interest groups and members of the public. 
Membership on the subcommittees was limited to members of council. Ad hoc 
committees were also established at various times to deal with contentious issues. 


5.0 DISCUSSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
The following is a synopsis of the discussions and recommendations which arose from 
the meetings of council. These have been summarized into the following broad classes: 


Contentious Issues, Comprehensive Planning Program (CPP), Other Ontario Government 
Program Activities and TAC Operations. 


5.1 Contentious Issues 

5.1.1 Red Squirrel Forest Access Road Extension 

One of the many contentious issues council dealt with was the 15-kilometre extension 
of the Red Squirrel Road, a primary forest access road in the Latchford Crown 


Management Unit (CMU). The purpose of the road extension was to provide primary 
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access to the timber resources to the southwest portion of the Latchford CMU for timber 
management purposes (Natural Resources, 1987). 

Council was asked by the province to monitor the pre-construction, construction and 
post-construction phases of the building of the extension. In accordance with one of 
the 29 conditions of the approved environmental assessment (EA) for the road extension, 
a Road Monitoring Panel (RMP) comprised of TAC’s members was formed. The 
approved EA also required that construction on the extension be substantially completed 
by December 31, 1989. 

The RMP met for the first time on March 23, 1989, and by May 13, a 
subcommittee comprised of Gooderham, Mathews and Prefasi was struck to review the 
construction contract and perform weekly site inspections. 

Pre-construction work on the road extension was halted from March 23 to April 12, 
1989 while a judicial review initiated by the Temagami Wilderness Society (TWS) was 
heard; the court rejected the society’s request that construction of the extension be 
stopped. On June 5, 1989, the subcommittee reported.to. council its concerns about the 
proposed road alignment and potentially adverse impacts at three sites (Pencil Lake, Lake 
39 and Wakimika). In particular, archaeological sites had been discovered near Pencil 
Lake; the alignment for the extension was modified to protect these finds. Construction 
officially commenced on July 4, 1989. 

On September 20, 1989, the TWS initiated blockades and protests at various 
locations along the road; this resulted in arrests by the Ontario Provincial Police (OPP). 
The subcommittee’s September 26, 1989 report to council recommended that road 
construction should proceed from the east as well as the west end of the extension. 
Council subsequently endorsed this recommendation and beginning on October 11, 1989, 
construction began at the east end. 

On October 27, 1989, an application for an injunction by the TAA to stop the 
construction of the road was dismissed by the courts. By early November, the TWS 
had been removed from the road. On November 11, a blockade by the TAA began, 
which lasted until December 10, 1989. Between September and December, numerous 
delays occurred to construction. 

The subcommittee last inspected the road on December 21, 1989. Following this, 
council advised then Minister of the Environment, the Hon. Jim Bradley, that it was 
satisfied the road was substantially complete and that it met all relevant road 
construction standards. TAC recommended that remaining mitigation measures and site 
clean-up be carried out in the spring of 1990. 

Since April 23, 1990, the road extension has been under the authority of the 
Stewardship Council (see section 5.3.1). 


5.1.2 Goulard Forest Access Road Extension 


In November, 1988, to gain access to timber resources for timber management purposes 
in the western portion of the Temagami CMU, the provincial government announced its 
commitment to construct a four-kilometre extension to the existing Goulard secondary 
forest access road. This commitment was confirmed again in January, 1989, and council 
was asked by the province to monitor the pre-construction, construction and post- 
construction phases of the extension. Council was advised that the conditions in the 
approved EA for the Red Squirrel Road extension applied as well to the Goulard road 
extension. 

Construction commenced in February, 1989 and by March 13, work had begun on 
a bridge to cross the Obabika River. The TAA mounted a one-day blockade on the 
road on March 28, and arrests were made by the OPP. Construction was halted during 
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the period of the spring melt; the road, including a bridge crossing Wakimika Creek, 
was completed by June 30, 1989. 

Council inspected the extension in July, 1989. In October of that year, a cutting 
license was awarded to Goulard Lumber Limited (1971) for an area northwest of 
Wawiagama Lake in Armagh Township. TAC was subsequently advised by MNR that 
a number of trees in the area had been spiked. 


5.1.3 Deferral of Timber Harvesting in Delhi Township 


A proposal by the TWS to establish hiking trails in Delhi Township near Obabika Lake 
was first received by the MNR in the spring of 1989. The society was advised that 
the proposal would need to come to council before consideration could be given to 
approving it; the TWS refused to make such a presentation. Griffiths subsequently 
advised TAC that a series of trails had been constructed in the area without MNR 
authority. 

At its October 21 meeting, MNR advised council that a life-science study was to 
be initiated in the area north of Lake Obabika and the implications of a deferral of 
cutting upon the wood supply would be assessed; council began to deliberate the 
implications of such a deferral. Based upon a site inspection of the trails the following 
day, Brozowski, Prefasi and Beach surmised that the area was potentially significant; this 
view was later supported by the findings of a preliminary life-science study. 

In late November, 1989, the Minister approached council seeking advice on the 
merits of setting aside a 585-hectare area of red and white pine in Delhi Township for 
study purposes. At its December 13 meeting, council passed a motion that the: ”...585 
hectares located in the northeast part of Delhi Township, bounded by the east township 
boundary on the east and the north township boundary on the north, be deferred to 
permit a further study of the life-science inventory in this area; the deferral be for a 
period of twelve months; and that Ministry personnel report to this council on said 
deferred area together with a report on all other areas offering a potential for ANSI 
study. The report shall be no later than December 15, 1990.” 

The Minister accepted this recommendation. Goulard Lumber Limited (1971), which 
held cutting licenses in some of the 585-hectare area was, as a result, compensated by 
the province for the cost of all roads and bridges which it had built to access these 
stands of timber. 

Since April 23, 1990, the deferred area has been under the authority of the 
Stewardship Council (see section 5.3.1). 


5.1.4 Timber Management Plan Major Amendments at Willis and Gull Lakes 


MNR first identified a need to amend the Temagami Crown Management Unit (CMU) 
Timber Management Plan (TMP) to provide access to timber resources at Willis and 
Gull Lakes in the fall of 1988. In April, 1989, the ministry asked council to co- 
ordinate and oversee public input into these amendments. 

Information centres on the proposed amendments were held concurrently with 
sessions on the Interim Timber Management Plan (ITMP) in July, 1989. The 
amendments were modified following the public input which was received at these 
centres. At its October 27, 1989, council passed a motion recommending approval of 
the amendments, with the proviso that a meeting be held with William Milne and Sons 
Limited, the Ministry of Transportation for Ontario (MTO) and the OPP to address 
concems raised by Gooderham regarding the use of the Temagami Access Road to haul 
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tree-length logs. 

The final opportunity for the public to view the amendments occurred on January 
19, 1990. Timber harvesting commenced in mid-February, and was completed by April. 

On March 12, 1990, Diether Buck, RPF, inspected these operations with 
Gooderham, and reported to council that, in his view, the site conditions were well 
understood by both the ministry and William Milne and Sons Limited, there was 
excellent supervision of the harvesting, and sensitive areas had been protected. He 
noted, however, that, from a silvicultural standpoint, some of the openings in the forest 
canopy were larger than what he considered to be ideal. On March 17, 1990, TAC, 
along with MNR staff, hosted a tour of the harvesting operations. 


5.1.5 Access to Lake Temagami 


Access to Lake Temagami has long been. an issue of concern to. cottagers, permanent 
residents and other individuals who use the lake. Public requests for a review of access 
to the southern portion of the lake were received by council in the fall of 1988, and 
at its February 24, 1989 meeting, TAC voted to recommend the closing of the 
unauthorized access into Cross Lake and to maintain a gravel road with access into Lake 
Temagami at Baie Jeanne. 

At the public meeting in River Valley on June 16, 1989, a vocal crowd of about 
100 people waving placards demanded that council reconsider its decision to close the 
Cross Lake access point. In the subsequent business meeting, the question of whether 
to permit this access was put to a vote and was defeated. The Minister accepted 
council’s recommendation that the access point be closed. On June 30, 1989, a news 
release was issued by MNR announcing the closure of the illegal access into Cross Lake. 

At its September 23, 1989 meeting, council dealt with the issue of noise arising 
from truck traffic and persons gaining access to Lake Temagami from beyond the gate 
on Red Squirrel Road at Whitefish Bay. Based upon comments received from local 
property owners, associations and corporate entities on the merits of the existing location 
of the gate near the bay, council recommended that the gate be moved back two 
kilometres to Barmac Lake. This recommendation was accepted by the ministry. 


5.2 Comprehensive Planning Program. 


In April, 1989, the Minister of Natural Resources announced a commitment to provide 
"model management” in the Temagami area. One method by which this was to be 
achieved was through a comprehensive approach to resource management planning - 
plans would be prepared and integrated at the same time for fisheries, wildlife, timber, 
tourism, outdoor recreation, culture and heritage, mines and minerals, and six provincial 
parks in the area generally comprised by MNR’s Temagami District boundaries (Figure 
1). All plans were scheduled to be approved and implemented by March 31, 1992. 

Council was asked to co-ordinate public input into, review and make 
recommendations on the plans of the four ministries participating in the Comprehensive 
Planning Program (CPP) - MNR, Northern Development and Mines (MNDM), Tourism 
and Recreation (MTR), and Culture and Communications (MCC). Draft terms of 
reference for the various facets of the planning program were submitted to council for 
deliberation and recommendation. 

The first formal opportunity for public input in CPP occurred in August, 1989, with 
the release of the MNR special planning tabloid entitled “Temagami”. Members of the 
public and interest groups were invited to submit their comments on the existing 
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resource management plan for Temagami, the 1983 District Land Use Guidelines 
(DLUG). Considerable written public input was received in response to this invitation. 
Beginning in the fall of 1989, council’s subcommittees met with various government staff 
to discuss the existing resource management objectives and various technical aspects of 
the ministry’s approach to resource management. 

Council drafted new objectives and beginning in January, 1990, met with more than 
25 public interest groups to hear their views on these; further revisions were made based 
upon these meetings. These draft objectives were then released in August, 1990, for 
public comment. 

An important component of the planning program has been the collection of 
background information. At the commencement of CPP, MNR’s planning program 
staff, along with representatives of MNDM, MTR and MCC, were given the task of 
gathering information essential to developing land-use and resource management options. 
As part of this, MNR began publishing a series of bulletins with information on the 
various issues. From August 20 to September 19, 1990, council then hosted the second 
formal opportunity for public input - a "status review of background information”. 
About 350 people attended the one and one-half day held sessions in Temagami, Elk 
Lake, New Liskeard, Latchford, Sudbury and Toronto; this number included 
representatives of a broad range of public interest groups such as the NorthCARE, the 
Temagami Lakes Association (TLA) and the TWS. All were invited to review, add to, 
clarify and generally comment upon the information which had been collected by the 
ministries, and to comment on TAC’s draft objectives 

In the late fall of 1990, TAC commenced a review of the public comments which 
it received on the background information, as well as an analysis of the effectiveness of 
the information sessions. As a by-product of this, council decided to administer a 
questionnaire to the 1,500 members of the mailing list to determine their level 
participation in and satisfaction with the background information phase. The results of 
this questionnaire will be used to plan the options phase of CPP. 

Most of council’s meetings in 1991 were devoted to activities related to 
comprehensive planning. By January 15, 1991, TAC had completed its review of the 
comments and made revisions to the draft objectives; these were then forwarded to the 
Hon. C.J. (Bud) Wildman for approval. 

In April, 1991, the option development phase of CPP commenced. The ministry 
began seeking direction from council on the assumptions which should be used to 
operationalize computer models for generating broad land-use and resource management 
options. Option development was still underway as of May 22, 1991. 


5.3 Other Ontario Government Program Activities 


5.3.1 Memorandum of Understanding between Ontario and the Teme-Augama 
Anishnabai 


On April 23, 1990, a Memorandum of Understanding was signed by the Hon. Jan 
Scott, then Minister Responsible for Native Affairs, the Hon. Lyn McLeod, then Minister 
of Natural Resources, and Chief Gary Potts and Chief Rita O’Sullivan of the Teme- 
Augama Anishnabai (TAA). The memorandum committed the parties to work toward 
a Treaty of Co-Existence and established a stewardship council which was to be 
responsible for land-use and resource management in Acadia, Canton, Delhi and 
Shelburne Townships. In the months following the announcement, MNR kept TAC 
apprised of various developments in relation to the stewardship council, and the 
implications of these for council’s work. 


On May 23, 1991, an addendum to the memorandum was signed by the Hon. C.J. 
(Bud) Wildman, Chief Potts and Chief O’Sullivan which, among other things, established 
the Wendaban Stewardship Authority (WSA), a 13-member body which is responsible 
for resource management in the four townships. 


5.3.2 Timber Management 


During 1989, council reviewed and made recommendations on three TMPs for the 
Crown Management Units under the administration of MNR’s Temagami and North 
Bay Districts. 

In Temagami District, the TMPs for both the Temagami and Latchford CMUs 
expired on March 31, 1990. As it was expected that it would take three years to 
prepare new plans for these units under CPP, MNR chose to prepare an interim TMP 
to cover the period April 1, 1990 to March 31, 1992. Council was asked by the 
ministry to co-ordinate public involvement in the planning process. It also reviewed and 
made recommendations on the Interim Timber Management Plan (ITMP) for the 
Temagami and Latchford Crown Management Units. 

At its February 14, 1990 meeting, council passed a motion supporting the use of 
the two-year ITMP to govern timber management until the completion of the CPP. 
Professional foresters Diether Buck and Bill Brown were also retained by council to 
undertake a technical review of the draft ITMP. Based upon their assessment, and the 
comments of council’s Forestry Subcommittee, a number of changes were made to the 
draft plan, and TAC passed a motion supporting it at its March 27, 1990 meeting. 

The Forestry Subcommittee also reviewed the annual work schedule (AWS) arising 
from the ITMP. Based upon the subcommittee’s recommendation, council subsequently 
endorsed this schedule, and it was presented to the public at council’s March 23, 1990 
meeting. 

For the North Bay TMP, council reviewed and made recommendations on a 
preferred access road corridor, and as well a minor amendment to the management plan 
at Aston Lake. 

In 1991, the Forestry Subcommittee reviewed the 91/92 AWS, which was 
subsequently presented at council’s March 15 public meeting. As well, TAC reviewed 
the draft Elk Lake TMP; subsequent to this presentation, MNR agreed to defer 
harvesting in the townships in the Comprehensive Planning Area for a period of five 
years so as not to compromise the planning program. Brozowski also met with MNR 
forest management staff from Sudbury District to propose approaches to address concerns 
raised by the Canadian Parks and Wilderness Society (CPAWS) regarding timber 
harvesting in Seagram Township. 

Concerms regarding the safety of applying chemicals for pest and weed control 
through spraying were first raised by council in March, 1989. On July 6, 1989, an 
ad hoc subcommittee comprised of Beach, Prefasi and Stevens viewed the proposed 
spraying sites for application of the herbicide "Vision". Based upon presentations by 
MNR staff and a review of the literature on the safety of this material, council 
recommended to the Minister that limited ground spraying be permitted for tending 
purposes in a 50-hectare parcel along the Barr Access Road and in Riddell Township. 
Council members were committed to learning more about the implications of the use of 
these and other herbicides in timber management. 


6.0 TAC Operations 
6.1 Conferences, Workshops and Site Inspections 


For council to be well versed in the various facets of natural resource management and 
the issues, and as a means of ensuring that its recommendations were based upon the 
best available information, members participated in a number of conferences, workshops 
and site inspections. These were also valuable opportunities for council to convey its 
perspective on the issues to the public and user groups. 

In October, 1989, members of TAC attended the Institute of Northern Ontario 
Research and Development at Laurentian University, which hosted a session entitled, 
"Temagami: Academic Perspectives”. Council members also participated in a number 
of field trips to locations around the Temagami area. 

TAC became even more active in 1990, and participated in a variety of workshops 
and field trips. In January, designates attended both. a workshop on the Temagami Area 
Fisheries/Wildlife Involvement Programs, and a symposium on "Old Growth” hosted by 
the Faculty of Forestry at the University of Toronto. On June 15 and 16, 1990, the 
Algonquin Forestry ee hosted a tour for TAC of various forestry operations in 
Algonquin Park. MNR staff also took some TAC members on a tour of the Snare and 
Mannajigama Lakes area north of Red Squirrel Road. In September, the chairman 
addressed a joint session of the Ontario Forestry Association/Canadian Institute of 
Foresters on the land use and resource management issues facing Temagami, and TAC 
participated in a tour of the area with the foresters. In October, 1990, on behalf of 
TAC, the resource co-ordinator addressed the Temagami and Latchford Economic 
Development Commission about council’s role in creating sustainable development. 

In January, 1991, council representatives attended a workshop hosted by the 
Temagami Area Fisheries Involvement Program (TAFIP), and participated in a Heritage 
Showcase hosted by the Ontario Historical Society (OHS). In February, council toured 
with MNR staff a shelterwood cut of white pine on the west side of Wawiagama Lake. 


6.2 Report to Legislative Standing Committee on Resources Development 


In late November and early December, 1989, the Ontario Legislature’s Standing 
Committee on Resources Development allotted 12 hours to consider forest management 
in Temagami and, in particular, to consider the report entitled "The Need for a Land 
Stewardship, Holistic Resource Management Plan for N’Daki Menan”, by Crandall 
Benson et al. (Legislative Assembly, 1989a). 

On December 4, 1989, the chairman and vice-chairman made presentations to 
committee on: council’s advisory role; various aspects of resource management in the 
region; and its perspective on Benson’s report. Presentations were also made by 
Crandall Benson, the TAA, the Temagami Forest Products Association (TFPA), the TWS, 
and the International Woodworkers of America (Canada). 

The standing committee did not submit recommendations in its report to the 
Legislature, although a dissenting opinion, with recommendations, was included by the 
New Democratic Party members (Legislative Assembly, 1989b). 


6.3 Future Direction 


On May 23, 1991, the Hon. C.J. (Bud) Wildman announced the creation of the 
Comprehensive Planning Council (CPC), a 13-member citizens’ advisory committee. The 
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council replaced TAC, although to ensure continuity, it was directed to build on some 
of the work of the former council. 

CPC has been asked to continue with and ultimately recommend a comprehensive 
land-use and resource management plan for the Temagami area, excluding the four 
townships managed by the WSA, and as well, to recommend mechanisms for third- 
parties to provide input into the Treaty of Co-Existence negotiations with the TAA. To 
ensure the completion of the Comprehensive Plan, the Minister extended the planning 
process for a period of up to two years to March 31, 1994.
